Tue idea that corporal punishment is no 

wer resorted toin the public schools of this 
city has turned out to be utterly erroneous, as 
was proved by a case which wus heard before 
Justice Matson yesterday. It was shown that 
Meyer Norden, a little boy, received such severe 
punishment from the principal and one of the 
teachers in the Clark School that, according to 
the evidence of Dr. William McCarthy, he had 
several bruises on his thighs, the cuticle having 
been out in some places. There were also 
seratahes on his face, and his back was sore. 
The defense set up was that the boy was un- 
ruly, and that the principal of the school, 
Mr. Vail, had the permission of the father 
to punish the boy. He also claimed that 
the Superintendent of Schools had some time 
ago issued a circular permitting corporal pun- 
ishment. No decision will be rendered in the 
case until to-morrow. The matter is well worth 
the attention of the members of the School 
Board.

SECRETARY SHERMAN responded to the 
toast, The Financial Prosperity of Our Coun- 
try,” at the annual banquet of the New York 
Chamber of Commerce last night. He referred 
to the great increase in the foreign and domestic 
trade of the country, to the new sources of 
wealth which are being continually developed, 
to the inerease in the rate of wages as well as 
in the number of men employed. Alluding to 
the surplus reyenues for the past four months, 
he predicted that the surplus for the year will 
exceed $100,000,000. In reference to the currency 
question he favored a mixed currency of coin 
and paper. The amount of paper money issued 
by the Government, he said, should be carefully 
limited in amount, and so guarded by coin re- 
serves that it could be always maintained at par. 
The silver dollar, he said, should have the same 
intrinsic value as the gold dollar, and he held 
that until this was the case we cannot be said 
to have a sound currency. The only branch of 
American industry which Mr. Sherman believed 
to be in a backward state was shipbuilding, 
and this branch American merchants and Amer- 
ican statesmen should unite in prometing and 


encouraging.

THE CHICAGO THIRD-TERM BOLTERS. 

The parliamentary and moral right to the 
representation of the Republicans of Cook 
County was vested in the regular Convention 
held at Farwell Hall. This can be demon- 
strated beyond any reasonable cavil; and, 
since the bolt was predetermined by the 
third-termers for the express purpose of mak- 
ing a contest in the State Convention after 
having been beaten at the primaries, it is 
proper that all the delegates to Springfield 
outside of Cook County should be informed 
truthfully as to the real status of the regular 
Vonvention and the bolters. 

Perhaps the fairest way in which this in- 
formation ean be conveyed is upon the state- 
ment of the case made by Mr. Emery A. 
Storrs at the bolters’ meeting. Mr. Storrs 
was nat u delegate to the Convention, and 
his speech to the bolters may consequently

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choosing, as it had an unquestionable right 
to do. It is not true that the nomination was 
made and seconded by gentlemen who were 
not delegates. Mr. Anthony, the Chairman, 
was nominated by S. M. Booth, a regularly- 
elected delegate from the Thirteenth Ward, 
and the nomination was seconded by Arthur 
Dixon; a regularly-elected delegate from the 
First Ward. Singer, who sought to usurp 
the right to appoint the Chairman, was not a 
delegate to the Convention, but had been 
beaten in Lemont by James B. Neill in his 
effort to get into the Convention. 

It is not true that “the Chairman of the 
Cook County Convention adjourned that 
Convention” to meet at the Democratic 
headquarters at the Palmer House, as Mr. 
Storrs stated, The only Chairman of the 
Cook County Convention was Mr. Anthony, 
who remained in the regular Convention in 
Farwell Hall and presided over it till it ad- 
journed when its business was finished. 
Mr. Singer called on all the Grant delegates 
to leave the hall and go to the Palmer House,” 
He had not the presumption to attempt to ad- 
journ the Convention. He only called on the 
Grant bolters to leave, and that, too, some 
time after they had all gone off at the com- 
mand of Dick Tuthill. His action, in any 
respect, was simply a piece of impertinence, 
because he was not the Chairman, and could 
not have been, since he was not a delegate. 
His authority ceased from the moment he, 
as Chairman of the County Committee, 
called the Convention to order. The talk 
about violence is mere bosh, 

Having thus corrected Mr. Storrs’ state- 
ment of the case as to matters of fact, we 
ean easily define the parliamentary status 
and moral tights of the regular Convention, 

There is abundant testimony, which we 
eite elsewhere, that the practice in the Coun- 
ty Conventions of this county has been for 
the Chairman of the Central Committee to 
call the Convention to order, and for the Con- 
vention then to proceed to nominate and 
elect its Temporary Chairman. Judge 
Conch, once Chairman of the Central Com- 
mittee, testified in the Convention that this 
eourse was taken under his administration, 
Mr. Elliott Anthony testified in the Conven- 
tion that he was in the first Republican Con- 
vention ever held in Chicago, and had either 
been a delegate to or in attendance at all the 
others, and that “the Chairman of a Central 
Committee in Cook County never undertook 
to name the Temporary Chairman of the 
Convention until today,” In the County 
Convention four years ago (the Presidential 
year, as this is) the Chairman of the Central 
Committee merely called the Convention to 
gether, and the Temporary Chairman was 
nominated and elected by the Convention, 
The precedents are opposed tothe usurpa- 
tion attempted by Mr. Singer under the direc- 
tion of the third-term minority. 

But, if the practice had been the other 
way,—if the Chairman of the Central Com- 
mittee had usually named the Temporary 
Chairman of the Convention without objec- 
tion,—that custom would not have deprived 
any Convention of the right to object or the 
right to elect the Temporary Chairman 
whenever it should choose to exercise this 
right. The Convention of last Monday had 
the traditional, the parliamentary, the repub- 
lican, the inherent right to contro] its own 
organization, and the exercise of that right 
by a majority of more than two-thirds gave 
the minority of less than one-third no right 
to secede. 

The Convention, having organized by the 
election of a Temporary Chairman, had the 
right to scrutinize the eredentials. The 
bolters did not wait for this; but, if they had 
waited, the procedure would have been the 
same. Mr. Storrs eannot deny the Cook 
County Convention this right without deny- 
ing to the State Convention the same right, 
upon which the Grant bolters base 
their hope of getting admitted to 
the Springfield Convention. The with- 
drawal of the third-term bolters did 
not, however, betray the regular Convention 
into any action which would not have been 
taken had the bolters remained. The only 
change in delegates was in the admission of 
eleven delegates from the Twelfth Ward 
whose title to their seats was proved by 
sworn testimony to the frauds by which they 
had been counted out at the primaries, The 
five wards represented by the third-term 
bolters were regularly called off whenever a 
vote was taken and preferences asked, and 
the bolters would have had all their rights 
had they remained or had they returned at 
any time. 

The bolt represented five wards and three 
county towns, and there remained in the Con- 
vention twelve wards and twenty-six county 
towns. The legitimately-elected delegates 
who bolted numbered exactly 47; the total 
number of bolters, including those who were 
not honestly elected, was 58,—in either case 
less than one-third of the Convention. These 
bolters had no credentials, which, with 
one exception, had been left with the 
regular Convention. When they met they 
filled up their Rump Convention” with a 
majority of delegates who had been defeat- 
ed at the primartes by the people. They 
then went through the farce of appointing 
ninety-two delegates to Springfield—the 
whole delegation—for Grant, though by their 
own claim they would have been entitled 
only to thirty if they had remained in the 
Convention, and had succeeded in retaining 
their eleven bogus delegates from the 
Twelfth Ward, They distranchised the clear 
Republican majority of two Congressional 
districts, besides irregularly seizing another. 
They appointed Grant delegates for the 
Third District, where they had been beaten 
ten to one in the primary elections. Their 
proceedings were a pretense and a fraud 
from beginning to end. 

The simple fact is, that the bolt had been 
arranged in advance because the third- 
termers found themselves beaten more than 
two to one in the county in spite of all 
their cheating. But they did not wait even 
for a shadow of a pretext, and thus delib- 
erately forfeited all the rights they had. A 
fact of still greater. importance in its bear- 
ing upon the State Convention is that the 
result of the County Convention would have 
been precisely what it has been even if the 
bolte had remained. Hence the bolters 
have no claim whatever upon the attention 
of the State Convention.

Mn. H. M. Stnezr makes a feeble plea in 
behalf of himself and of the Grant bolters. 
He says that before calling the Convention to 
order he consulted with Mr. C. B. Farwell as 
to the order of proceeding, telling him that

Mr. Singer omits to state that he refused to 
put the vote on the nomination of Anthony 
after it had been made by a delegate, He 
omits also to state that, after Anthony had 
been made Chairman, Roberts Secretary, and 
a Committee on Croftentials appointed, all 
the delegates in the Convention except those 
from Hyde Park and the Pifth Ward recog» 
nizing the organization as complete, handed 
their credentials to that Committee, which 
had retiréd, before Mr, Singer concluded that 
he had power to cali on all the Grant men 
to leaye the hall and go to the Palmer House,” 
er, as another report has it, the Grant dele+ 
gates will adjourn to the Palmer House.” 

Mr, Singer had no right to say a word in 
the Convention after the Temporary Chair- 
man, Mr. Anthony, had been elected by the 
Conyention and taken the chair. That point 
of the proceedings marked the end of his 
powers and duties in that Convention. Such 
has been the uniform usage in Cook County 
Conventions, as Mr. Singer must well know, 
His statement, or plea, or whatever he calls 
it, establishes nothing except that he allowed 
himself to be made a tool of by reckless, 
desperate men of tho rule-or-ruin descrip 
tion.

How much further back the precedent 
runs it would be difficult to say. It proba- 
bly antedates the birth of the Republican 
party in this county, for it has its roots, 
after all, in common justice and the imme- 
morial right and usage of parliamentary 
bodies to organize as they see fit.

Whereupon the 
fifty-seven Grant delegates (ineluding the 
eleven of the Twelfth Ward whose seats 
were contested) marched ont of the 
Convention after their secession lead- 
er, and proceeded to the Palmer House. 
Some time after they had gone, Mr. 8 n 
who had accompanied them out on the side- 
walk, returned to the hall, and, mounting 
the stage, called out (according to the Times’ 
report), All Grant delegates will meet im- 
mediately at the Palmer House.” The third- 
term organ reports it thus; “Mr. Singer 
again made his way to the platform, and an- 
nounced that the Grant delegates would ad- 
journ to the Palmer House,” He did not 
say. * This Convention is adjourned to the 
Palmer House“; or, The delegates to this 
Convention will meet at the Palmer House“; 
but, “ All the Grant delegates will meet im- 
mediately at the Palmer House.” His in- 
vitation or order was made only to part to 
a minority at that—of the Convention. What 
right or business had he to command or 
order the Grant delegates to have a conven- 
tion at that stage of the proceedings, or at any 
stage? He was not a delegate to the Cen- 
vention, and had ne business to address it 
after its Temporary Chairman had taken his 
seat.

Singer proposed to nominate a Chairman. 
A motion to elect a Chairman being made, he 
refused to put it to the Convention, and it 
was put and seconded by delegates whose 
seats were uncontested, Mr. Singer was at 
no time a delegate, and consequently could 
at no time have been Chairman of the Con- 
vention; nor can a Chairman, without the 
vote of the delegates, adjourn a Convention.

LIQUID FUEL. 

The old theory of utilizing the gases or the 
carbon from oils for fuel has once more been 
brought into prominent notice by a recent 
experiment of Dr. Charies Holland, a New 
York chemist and inventor, who has suc- 
ceeded in running an engine six miles, draw- 
ing a coach full of passengers, and using 
water and naphtha for his fuel. A long 


description of the experiment appears in the 


New York Bvening Post, from which we 
condense the most interesting features. 

The machine. for burning the gases is a 
cast-iron retort of prism shape, with four 
chambers, two of them measuring eight by 
ten inches, one chamber of each pair being 
for the gases of water and the other for the 
gases of naphtha. The retort is first heated, 
as well as the pipes connecting the cham- 
bers, and 60 per cent of water to 40 per cent 
of naphtha is fdreed Into the pipes. The 
hydrogen and oxygen of the water are dis- 
sociated by the heat, the water being thus 


converted into dry superheated steam. The 


naphtha is converted by absolutely destructive 

distillation into bicarburetted hydrogen.

Every phase of the experiment seems faver- 
able and indicates that the inventor is on the 
road to suecess with his retert. There is 
nothing new in the general principle, as car- 
bon from ofls is now used to some extent in 


England and quite largely in Russia, where 
they have succeeded in utilizing about 30 per 
cent of the carbon. The great diffienlty in the 
way, however, has been the separation of the 
gases 60 as to produce perfect eombustion. 
This difficulty seems te have been solved, af 
least in very large degree, by Dr. Holland. 

e may claim to have produced the most per- 

t fire yet made from liquid fuel, and 
this is a step forward so important that it 
should encourage him and others to perse- 
vere until perfect combustion is obtained. 


There has long been no question among sci- 
entific men that liquid fuel is the fuel of the 


future, Its economy is apparent at a glance, 
The supply of water and of ojls that yield 
carbon is simply inexhaustible, and, as it has 
been estimated that there is ten times as 
much liquid fuel in the world as solid, its 
economy over wood end coal is sufficiently 
indieated. Besides ali this, it does away 
with smoke, soot, and cinders, is easier han- 
died and controlled, and is less injurious to 
the running gear of the engine. As it can 
also be applied to eeoking stoves, stationary 
engines, and steamboats, as well as locomo- 
tives, it will be seen that Dr. Holland, unless 
all signs fail, is on the verge of a successful 
solution of this great problem, which will 
revolutionize the fuel question of the world.

CINCINNATE, O., May 11.—Bishop Harris pre- 
sided in the Conference this morning. The 
Rev. Mr. Payne, the delegate from Liberia, who 
arrived yesterday, conducted the devotional 
exercises. Mr. Payne is a man of considerable 
experience in affairs, as he was twice President 
of the Republic of Liberia, and has long been a 
highly-honored minister in the Church. He is 
rather below medium hight, quite biack, and of 
a rather pronounced negro-type of features. 
He seems to be 6 or more years of 
age, but is well preserved, scholarly, 
and modest. Soon after the  open- 
ing Bishop Simpson led Bishop Kavenaugh, of 
the Church South, to the front of the platform, 
and introduced him.
